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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the Thornton School Board: 


The second annual report of the Superintendent 
of Schools presents essential facts for your consider- 
ation and a discussion of Thornton school problems 
for the information of all people of the town. 


Because of an acute shortage of teachers it was 
necessary to close both the Lyford and the Number Six 
schools this year. That decision, made in June, might 
have been delayed until fall, but was inevitable in the 
end. We are fortunate that the enrollment in those 
schools was not too large to be cared for in the schools 
we have been able to keep open. Lyford children are 
attending West Thornton and Number Six children are 
in the Center School. 


Mrs. Christie B. Caldon was awarded the contract 
to transport pupils to the new schools to which they 
were assigned. It is a new experience for Thornton 
to have a regularly established transportation route 
but thus far it seems to be working out satisfactorily. 


The West Thornton School has presented our 
most serious teacher problem since I have been con- 
nected with your schools. Reference to the list of 
teachers for 1943-44 shows that four different people 
taught in that school last year. The present year has 
seen three different teachers. Throughout these try- 
ing conditions both parents and pupils have shown a 
commendable spirit of cooperation. 


Few people, except those who have tried to hire 
teachers, realize just what the facts of the present 
situation are. The statements that follow may help 
to clarify that question. 


1. Teacher training institutions now enroll and 
graduate only a small per cent of the usual number of 
prospective teachers. 
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2. Teachers already trained and in active teach- 
ing have by the thousands, entered government service 
or have accepted industrial positions which offer 
greater financial inducements. 


3. Each year sees many older teachers forced to 
retire because of health or advancing years. 


4. Since there are many more positions than 
there are people to fill them, teachers are more critical 
of offers they receive both as to the salary and the 
type of school. 


5. So many former teachers have gone back to 
regular teaching that in some towns no such thing as 
a substitute list exists. 


6. The one room school is forced to compete with 
larger schools which have the advantage of location, 
salary, and fewer grades per teacher. 

7. Full relief from the present situation cannot 
be expected for at least four years after the war emer- 
gency passes. 


Against this background the wisdom of the 
Thornton School Board in raising salaries is unmis- 
takable. That is the one effective argument by means 
of which we can expect to keep our schools functioning. 
It is my best judgment that even stronger financial 
arguments must be offered when contracts are drawn 
for another year. We are face to face with a serious 
situation. The education of our children cannot wait 
while we argue. 


The increased expenditures for textbooks since 
July 1943 are justified by the improved implements 
of instruction now. in the hands of teachers and pupils. 
A uniform system of reading has been extended 
through grade four. All schools have a well planned 
and properly graded series of English books, “Adven- 
tures in English’, from the third through the eighth 
grade. Manuscript writing was begun in grade one 
this year and will be continued through the first half 
of the second grade when the change to cursive writing 
will be made. Research and study have proved that 
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children make faster progress in reading when manu- 
script writing is taught to beginners. As rapidly as 
possible we shall provide uniform history textbooks 
in all schools. It seldom happens now that pupils are 
handed textbooks containing the names of their uncles, 
aunts, or parents. 


It is hoped that parents will carefully follow the 
progress of their children as shown on the new report 
cards now in use. A rating in effort as well as in 
achievement is now given in each subject each mark- 
ing period. Attention is especially called to the citi- 
zenship traits which are rated each period. It is my 
belief that those ratings are a better forecast of adult 
success than the purely scholastic reports. 


The whole purpose of the new report cards is to 
give parents a more complete picture of progress, to 
stimulate greater effort by pupils, and to promote 
growth in good citizenship. Comments, inquiries, and 
suggestions from parents will be welcomed at all 
times. 


In conclusion, it is a pleasure to express my appre- 
ciation of the kindness and courtesy extended to me 
by parents, pupils, teachers, and the Thornton School 
Board.

I herewith submit the report of school nursing 
from September, 19438 to July, 1944.

Vision—2 new glasses, 3 lenses changed. 


At the Dental Clinic where 21 children were treat- 
ed, 16 fillings, 21 extractions and 11 cleanings were 
done. Lincoln Red Cross helped financially with this 
clinic. 

3 children attended the Chest Clinic at Plymouth 
and were examined, skin-tested and X-rayed. 


72 school calls, 64 home calls and 20 business calls 
were made. 


5 cases of whooping cough, 1 of measles, 9 of pedi- 
culosis and 3 skin diseases were reported. 


The usual classroom talks and inspections to help 
promote interest in good health of the children have 
been given by teachers and nurse. 


Hot lunches have been served in one school with 
good results due to fine cooperation of the parents. 
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Inspection was again made in September, 1944. 
Pupils with these defects were found.

Dental defects 18 
Vision 6 
Tonsils 10 
Enlarged glands 4 
Underweight , 1 
Unvaccinated 5) 


381 children above the second grade have been 
tested to date with the Audiometer and no serious 
hearing defects found. 


The interest in school health in the community 
should be highly commended and is certainly greatly 
appreciated.
